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MT. EVERETS’S CHALLENGE 
The wo rld’s tallest mountain is going to be as­ 
sailed once more. Early this year a party of 
Englishmen will leav e for Tibet in an attempt to 
climb to the top of Mount Ev erest. 
This is a job that has nev er been done, for 
Mount Ev erest rises more than 29.000 feet abov e 
sea lev el and puts almost insuperable obstacles 
in the way of climbers. Some men hav e lost 
their liv es trying to get to the top All who hav e 
tried it hav e suffered to the limit of physical en­ 
durance. 
And climbing Mount Ev erest, or any other 
mountain, is from the utilitarian standpoint 
about the most completely useless thing a man 
can try to do. There is nothing up there ex­ 
cept a lot of bare rock and ice and a perpetual 
snowstorm. 
The race will be neither richer, 
happier nor wiser if someone finally gets to the 
top. The fortunate man himself won't make any 
money out of it. 
Why. then, should people try it? And why 
should the attempt be. for the rest of us. not 
merely exciting to read about but actually up­ 
lifting, and knightly, and glamorous? 
The answer, 01 course, is that Mount Ev erest 
is a challenge to the human spirit. A mountain 
climber, some years ago. who was asked why he 
was going to make the attempt, replied in can­ 
did surprise, “Why — because it’s there.” 
And that, after all. is the explanation — “be­ 
cause it’s there.” It rises bleak and threatening, 
a God-giv en creation to test a m an’s courage 
and skill and endurance to the v ery utmost. And 
the human soul, hav ing a seed of .immortality 
hidden somewhere within it. cannot willingly let 
such a test go unsampled. 
Mountain-climbing is perhaps the purest form 
of sport there is. In it a man contests with his 
own body. He tosses his courage and his phys­ 
ical hardihood into the scales to see whether 
he is the man he hopes he is. The v ery use­ 
lessness of his effort prov es its worth. He is 


contending for an inner satisfaction which is 
the greatest prize any sport can possibly offer.

WHAT WILL 1934 BRING? 
This is the question that is uppermost in the 
minds of all. Yet. it is a question that can no 
more be answered or accurately predicted than 
can any other happening of the future. 
If we had been told at the beginning of 1933 
just what would happen during the year, we: 
would hav e ridiculed most of the facts as being • 
fantastic dreams. We could not dream of such I 
unusual happenings as the bank holiday, remov ­ 
al from the gold standard, the National Recov ­ 
ery Administration, the unprecedented power of 
the President, the speed of the elimination of 
the prohibition law and many other notable hap­ 
penings of the year. 
Upon the basis of the unusual inov ations of the 
history of 1933, we can no more predict the out­ 
come of 1934 than we can predict the end of the 
world. 
A v ast amount of relief administration is be­ 
ing executed to bring about better conditions. 
Some of the efforts may be good and some bad. 
Nearly all are experiments without precedent of 
any sort. Public opinion is div ided concerning 
nearly ev ery project that is being administered. 
What we do know for a certainty at present is 
that we are marching forward. Progress has been 
made in throwing off the depression. What has 
brought it about from the many remedies or 
whether it is coming about naturally, is the sub­ 
ject of much argument between pessimists and 
optimists and between partisan groups. The fact 
that we are on our way to better conditions is 
reason enough to base bright hopes for the new 
year.
